O pening on 25 February, the 
Rose Theatre Kingston will 
be staging the world premiere 
of My Brilliant Friend , a two- 
part adaptation of Elena Farrante’s 
Neapolitan quartet of novels that have 
become a global literary sensation.

What was the attraction to 
playing Lenu?

thing about these books is the 
exploration of female friendship and 
being a girl child, and becoming and 
being a woman. And it is done with such 
honesty and candour. Lenu is someone 
we will all recognise. I loved the notion 
of playing someone from the age of 
seven to 60. 

What can you reveal about 
the character? Lenu is a complex 
person, as we all are. She both loves and 
hates her best friend, Lila. She spends 
most of her life trying to work out who 
she is in relation to Lila. Like all of us, 
she is trying to work out who she is. 

Did it make a difference to you 
that Catherine McCormack was also 
attached? I was thrilled to discover that 
Cath was playing Lila. We’ve worked 
together before, and we got on. I think 
this would be an impossible job to do if 
that wasn’t the case. She’s a marvellous 
actress, and a warm, funny woman.

You are a Barnes resident, so how 
important is it to you to support 
something relatively local like the Rose 
Theatre?

Renowned architect Alex Michaelis on 
how he creates pastel paradises that are all 
about boundless living inside round edges

A n urban lighthouse of sorts, the 
family home of the acclaimed 
architect Alex Michaelis sits 
along Blythe Road, W14, in a 
striking yet understated way. It’s modem 
in every way, yet looks as if it has 
belonged to that spot for decades. The 
circular building is clad in yellowish, 
pastel pink bricks and features playful 
tall rectangle and sphere shaped 
windows. Inside, a raw, barely finished 
aesthetic sits alongside wood textures 
and ultra contemporary furniture, with 
fun quirks such as fluorescent worded 
signs clinging to the raw walls. 

‘All the pastel bricks on the outside 
were made in Denmark,’ explains 
Michaelis. ‘We actually built it from 
scratch, although it has been done in 
such a way that it looks like it’s meant to 
be there and fits into the local landscape 
very well. The cyclical nature of the 
build means that while each space has its 
own purpose and personality, they all 


sort of flow into each other quite 
seamlessly.’ 

Beautiful timber lines the floors on 
each level of this house and ‘simple 
finishes’ were used throughout on the 
walls to create a stripped back yet 
refined feel. Michaelis says: ‘It’s the 
simplistic elements that allow the bones 
of the building to 
stand out, as well 
as the statement 
furniture pieces. 

The way the 
windows are 
positioned means 
that there is so 
much going on in terms of light and 
outdoor views that we didn’t really need 
for a lot to be going on with the walls.’ 

The Scandinavian gymnasium style 
pool area is accessed from the main 
kitchen dining space, while the cylinder 
structure of the home is apparent inside 
each room via the strong round walls. 


Michaelis is known for his love of 
curves. They are something that he feels 
are in sync with modem living without 
boundaries. ‘Even from the very 
beginning planning stages, we just knew 
curves were the way we wanted to go 
with this build,’ he explains. ‘With 
curves you end up using all the space 
and you don’t end up with any 
dark comers. People don’t live 
very well in rectangular structures; 
they are very rigid and limiting. 

We need to start moving away 
from stuffy Victorian homes that 
are beautiful, but very limited in 
their design, which is a reflection 
of the times they were built in.’ 

Michaelis describes the curves in each 
of his builds as ‘the soft bits’, which 
are essential for cosy, warm family 
living. Currently he’s bringing his 
meticulous eye and innovative way of 
thinking to hotels in Williamsburg, 
America, and Devon, as well as a range

not as restrictive as people 
anymore, the boundaries of 
everything are disappearing as 
we breathe every day. This way 
of modem life definitely feeds 
into my approach to design.’ 

You get boundless living in 
circles and swirls that feed 
seamlessly into one another with 
Alex Michealis, buildings that 
have whispers of lighthouses, 
boats and sea woven throughout. 
He’s an inspiring and intuitive 
man of tomorrow who’s creating 
homes that are before their time 
- an architectural time traveller.

of restaurant concepts throughout 
London and beyond. 

‘For many years, we were stuck in 
these very Victorian boxes that were no 
longer fit for purposes until very 
recently,’ says Michaelis. ‘Square shaped 
buildings do not allow for a seamless 
flow of light or movement, it creates an 
atmosphere of restriction.’ 

Looking at Michaelis’ fascinating 
builds, it is easy to group him in with 
visionaries such as the late Zaha Hadid 
who all felt that cyclical living was the 
future. After marvelling at one of 
Michaelis’ homes of the future, the 
standard rectangle build almost just 
looks lazily designed by comparison. 

Before we go our separate ways, he 
leaves me on a profound note. ‘We are 


HOME SECRECY 

Just before he embarked on his family 
home project along Blythe Road, 
Michealis designed a pared back, 
chalky white apartment in Oxford 
Gardens. The home was a basement 
structure originally and planning 
permissions meant that they weren't 
allowed to build more than five feet 
above ground. Remarkably, looking at 
the home from inside you'd never 
guess that it was set mostly below 
ground level. It features one of 
Michaelis' signature Scandinavian 
style swimming pools and an obscure 
rock climbing wall up the side of the 
building.

The simple and stylish 
statement alcove design in the family 
room with a concrete finish on the back 
walls looks beautiful and was in line with 
their style ideas. Our signature panelled 
walk-in closet design worked a treat in a 
very compact dressing room with 
guidance on the engineered veneers used 
in the master bedroom and en-suite. 

The initial brief was to provide more 
standard looking alcove units in the 
family room; however I felt that dark 
grey, almost industrial in style, with 
simple long shelves, lighting and a 
contrasting concrete back wall would be 
striking and suit the overall house style. 

The whole house was re-modelled and 
the new master bedroom with en-suite 
occupied half of the first floor, 
incorporating a cosy bedroom with a 
separate closet and a well appointed 
en-suite. This was the architect’s layout 
from the start, so there were no changes 
introduced per se, we just fulfilled the 
brief of the newly re-modelled house. 

There is an understated and elegant 
Scandi style throughout with a simple, 
but incredibly well balanced interior.

I ’m not sure of the precise moment when a happy, 
if half-hearted, hobby turned into full blown, 
slavering addiction. One moment, I was merrily 
monogamous, faithfully wed to one cookbook at a 
time. The next, in the wild-eyed grip of a bonkers 
cookbook-binge, greedily trawling Abe Books and 
local charity shops, desperate for my next fix. It all 
started so innocently. I’d buy the first River Cafe tome, 
say, where I’d carefully work my way through the 
likes of Penne all Matriciana and Calamari ai Ferri con 
Peperoncini. Before moving onto Nigel Slater’s 
peerless Appetite , Simon Hopkinson’s beautiful Roast 
Chicken and Other Stories , or Nigella Lawson’s 
magnificent How To Eat. 

My collection was small, 
but lovingly formed.

And even the most 
simple of walks turned into epic (and often 
expensive) expeditions, as I felt compelled to dive 
into each and every Traid or Help the Aged I passed, 
in the vain hope of finding a full collection of Time 
Life Foods of the World. And it wasn’t just in the 
UK. No, pretty soon I was dragging spare suitcases 
on holiday, to fill with the fruits of my addiction. 
New York was always a nightmare, as I would 
disappear deep into the cookery section of Barnes 
and Noble on Union Square, emerging with my 
weight in tomes both glossy and glum. Dusty New 
Orleans junk shops, Tennessee garage sales, 
Indonesian airports and Filipino shopping malls - 
I’ve found treasure in them all.

he’s excited about the new chef at the 
Bistro who comes with a CV boasting 
Arbutus, Wild Honey, Chez Bruce and 
The Artichoke in Amersham.

The original Charlotte’s Place, 
meanwhile, has always been his ‘baby’ - 
his first job many moons ago as a pot- 
wash aged just 15, as well as his first 
restaurant - and he’s justifiably proud of 
the new first floor dining room with its 
stunning exposed brick walls, sash 
windows and floor to ceiling views over 
Ealing Common. 

‘There are so many memories 
attached to the place, not just my own, 
but from guests, their events, weddings, 
christenings, birthday parties and all the 
special occasions that we’ve been part 
of. It’s very personal for me that 
we’ve been part of people’s lives for 
over a generation, seen their 
struggles and celebrations. There’s 
a lot to be said for such longevity 
in an industry driven by fads.’ 

He reels off countless 
endearing stories about these kind 
of celebrations: couples getting 
engaged in the Bistro as it had 


- the opening of W5 doubled the size of 
his company overnight and that has been 
a major focus for him. ‘Going from a 
small to a medium sized company we 
needed to find what our identity was 
going to be as Charlotte’s Group within 
the community,’ he says.

My guest and I began with starters of mizo 
glazed aubergine, a sweet concoction of roasted 
aubergine, micro coriander, ponzu sauce, 
toasted cashew nuts with a glazing of miso 
sauce, as well as hazelnut honey crusted goat’s 
cheese with heritage beetroot, balsamic glaze 
and walnuts. As light as those dishes both 
appeared, they were extraordinarily filling, 
leaving us some time to enjoy our lychee 
martinis and hibiscus blossoms while we 
prepared ourselves for the next course.

MAR ADENTRO, LOS CABOS 

Mar Adentro in Los Cabos, a two-hour flight from Mexico City, is the most 
jaw-dropping hotel I’ve ever seen. A passion project for Mexican architect 
Miguel Angel Aragones, this modernist paradise is a monument to the sea 
with uninterrupted views of the horizon (the central hub of the hotel has 
only three walls) and pools that lead the water right into the hotel. All 
you see is stark white and endless blue. The rooms are futuristic with 
huge windows, a secluded terrace, coloured lighting schemes and an 
integrated sound system that even plays in the deluxe twin showers. 

Eat: The modem Mexican cuisine served at the hotel’s waterside 
restaurant is decadent.

The start of a series of articles looking at some 
of the biggest decisions parents and children 
need to make when it comes to their schooling 
First up, boarding or day schools?

E njoy Education will be running a 
series of articles in 2017 to 
address the common questions 
they receive from parents when 
making key decisions for their children’s 
education. We begin the series by 
addressing one of the most popular 
dilemmas parents face: whether to choose 
a boarding school or a day school. Every 
school is unique, however here are some 
overarching practicalities to consider. 

What impact do schools have on family 
life? When families are choosing whether 
to board or not, one of the first questions 
they may ask is what it will be like to be 
apart. Contrary to popular belief, 
boarding can promote strong family 
relationships. Living separately during 
term time can prevent parents and 
children arguing over everyday matters 
(room tidiness, homework, bedtime), 
allowing families to spend quality time 
together over the holidays. Regardless of 
whether you choose boarding or day, it’s 


important to find a school that reflects 
your family’s values. Although parents 
with children at day school will find they 
have more control over everyday 
decisions in their child’s life and 
upbringing, all schools play a huge part 
in your child’s development. Pastoral 
care should be central to the ethos of all 
schools, especially if your child is 
boarding, with support networks in place 
to help children grow into happy, 
confident learners. 

What role do schools play in daily 
routine? Parents with busy work lives 
may find that boarding school offers the 
best option to give their child the support 
and supervision they need. Pupils can 
pursue their hobbies and save time and 
energy avoiding extensive travel back 
and forth between various clubs and 
activities. If your child is at a day school, 
travel can naturally occupy a substantial 
portion of your family’s free time. 
However, it’s likely that you will have

more access to your child’s day to day 
developments at school. These daily 
catch ups are harder to foster in boarding 
schools, but phones and Skype sessions 
can help! 

How do schools foster independence? 

At boarding school, children experience 
a fully immersive education both inside 
and outside of the classroom. Pupils who 
board have the opportunity to gain life 
skills out of traditional school hours, 
preparing them well for independent 
living at university and beyond. Day 
school pupils on the other hand are 
responsible for organising their own 
schedule, which can help them to strike a 
good work/life balance in the future. 

However, the independence offered 
by boarding schools can be lonely, 
sometimes for parents more than their 
children. Children may inevitably feel 
homesick as they become accustomed to 
being away from home for the first time. 

Whatever decision you make, it’s 
important to remember that each child is 
different and therefore the environment 
that they flourish in may also differ. 

There is no right or wrong answer, only 
what is right for you and your family. 
You may want to choose between 
boarding or day school for different 
stages of your child’s life. The key is to 
find a school where your child feels at 
home, whether they decide to make it 
their term-time home or not.
